The
inaugural day-long summit, 2023 Mental and Behavioral Health Summit:
Pathways and Partnerships for a Stronger Delaware, comes amidst an ongoing
national and state opioid crisis and a significant rise in the need for mental
health treatment and services, a need made far worse by the pandemic and
the vital gaps in access to care it caused.

“The emotional well-being of our families has never been more important. From
Delawareans living with mental illness or substance use disorder to those
whose families have been touched by trauma or suicide, ensuring people have
the support they need demands a cradle to grave approach,” said Lt. Governor
Bethany Hall-Long, Chair of the Delaware Behavioral Health Consortium.

During the one-on-one discussion with Lt. Governor Hall-Long, Patrick
Kennedy, former Congressman and Founder of the Kennedy Forum talked
about how Delaware is poised to drive change. "The benefit of a small state
like Delaware is you can all talk to each other directly and work together. The
model we need nationally is an integrated system, so we can weave systems
together to get people the help they need.”

Later in the day, several Delaware state legislators joined a panel discussion
focused on the legislature's response to the mental and behavioral health
crisis.

Earlier this year, legislators introduced a package of bills aimed at improving
mental health services and behavioral health supports for Delaware students.
During the panel, legislators shared that they will continue to find solutions to
address Delaware's mental health and addiction crisis for anyone in need.

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SAMHSA Acting Deputy Assistant Secretary Tom Coderre speaks about the national

Addressing the nation's mental health crisis requires an all hands on deck
approach. Acting Deputy Assistant Secretary Tom Coderre shared SAMHSA's
vision for addressing the mental and behavioral health challenges that face
Delaware and states across the nation. "While we've made progress, there are
still tens of millions more who need help," said Tom Coderre. "SAMHSA is
working hard to prevent substance use, overdose, suicide, and integrate
behavioral health and healthcare."

Acting Deputy Assistant Secretary Coderre also shared his own personal story
of recovery and hope. Coderre is the first person in recovery to help lead
SAMHSA. "l am blessed to lead the agency that saved my life. SAMHSA gave
block grants to the programs that funded my recovery."

Joining Forces on the Front Lines

Treating the mental and behavioral health crisis in Delaware starts with the
work of our providers on the front lines. For years, medical and mental health
professionals have worked tirelessly to treat patients in active overdose or in a
mental health crisis. Several of those healthcare professionals joined a panel
Monday afternoon to discuss what they've seen.

"People were dying of overdoses in our emergency rooms at a rate | could not
tolerate," said Dr. Sandra Gibney, a Delaware emergency physician. "This is a
challenge that traces to mental health and homelessness. It's a calling."

Dr. Gibney, who also serves on Delaware's Behavioral Health Consortium,
talked about the importance of the consortium's work in making progress for
Delawareans in need. “Through the Behavioral Health Consortium and the
Lieutenant Governor, we keep chipping away at the problem. We’re making
inroads, and we need to keep an eye on what it’s like to navigate the system.”
